Ucut io I'rue the Principle—McKIn- 
ley's Broad Follcy. 
Tlio committee representing the Na- 


tlonal Association of Agricultural Im- 
plement and Vehicle Manufacturers 
has compiled and issued within the 
past week an interesting and valuable 
pamphlet on "Commercial Reciproci- 
ty,'1 devoted largely to a defense of 
tho French reciprocity treaty no\v. 
.pending before the senate, but inciden- 
tally giving some valuable historical 
data on the results of our former re- 
ciprocal treaties with Canada, Cuba 
aud other countries. 
An interesting 


point brought out is the fact that the 
first suggestion of reciprocity in our 
tariff arrangements, so far as known, 
was made by Thomas Jefferson while 
secretary of state in \Yasliingtou's cab- 
inet, though, as a matter of fact, the 
treaty with France of 1778 gave the 
French sundry advantages in Ameri- 
can trade in return for the help given 
us in our war for independence. The 
association's pamphlet says: 


"Tlio broad principle of reciprocity, 


winch has come under discussion in re- 
cent years, in which we make conces- 
sions in tariff duties on goods import- 
ed from another country in return for 
like concessions on the part of the oth- 
er [tarty to the treaty, was first enun- 
ciated by Thomas Jefferson. 
In 1791, 


«bilc Mr. Jefferson was secretary of 
state in Washington's cabinet, the con- 
jrrehs, by a resolution, asked his ad- 
vlco as to moans for promoting the 
commerce of the United States with 
other countries. In his report Mr. Jef- 
ferson said: 


"As to commerce, two methods occur— 


first, by friendly arrangements with tha 
several nationr. v.'Hh whom those restric- 
tions exist, or, seronO, by the separate 
not oC our own Ipffislature for oounler- 
vnillnp thfir efforts. 
There run lie no 


doubt but that, of these two. friendly ar- 
raiiffpmeiit is Iho mo.st eligible. 


"Sonic IMLions, not yet ripe for freo 


rommcreo In ;>ll its extent. miRht still bo 
willinr; to modify its restrictions and rpg- 
ylations for u^ in proportion to the a<J- 
vantru es v.hich an intercourse, wltb ud 
niteht dffi r. Particularly they rn;'y con- 
cur with us in reciprocating tho .tutlos to 
be ]«.-\I">l on each side or in compensating 
onv fsccss of duty by equivalent advan- 
taycs of another nature. 


"Although FO clearly outlined by Mr. 


Jefferson, reciprocity did not receive 
serious consideration on the part of 
our yovernment for more than half'a 
century. 
The international relations 


of the Irailirg nations of the world 
(luring nearly all this period were such 
that the opportunity was not ripe for 
fostering international trade along the 
lines proposed. First came the wars 
bejween England and France, out of 
which grew our own troubles wit!; 
England, which caused ill feeling to- 
ward the mother country. 
Napoleon 


nnd the Rritish government during 
their wars e::eh sought to prevent the 
United States from trading with the 
other, and onr foreign commerce was 
conducted under such difliculties that 
we finally adopted the policy embodied 
in Tlio embargo act of 3SOS and the 
nonintcrcoursp laws which followed it. 
The war of 181'J created u feeling on 
the parr of our people toward England 
which for a generation after precluded 
any effort toward excessive friendli- 
ness in commercial relations. France 
riifd other n.-'.tions were under no neces- 
sity of seeKing our trade." 


The war of 1812 was no sooner over 


than Briti.sU manufacturers began to 
Hood our markets with products with 
which onr newly established industries 
could not compete, nnd out of this sit- 
uation came our first protective tariff, 
which reached rather high figures by 
1S:>2. Then there were alternating pe- 
riods of high and low tariff, according 
as Whigs or Democrats were in power, 
with little opportunity to develop a 
policy of reciprocity. 
In 1834, how- 


ever, our first reciprocity treaty was 
negotiated with Canada, and under it 
the political lines that divide the two 
countries bocauie almost obliterated in 
commercial affairs. 
During tbe civil 


war the friction that arose over the 
harboring of rebel juntas on Canadian 
soil caused tbe United States to abro- 
gate this treaty. Canada, thus thrown 
on her own resources, has found ways 
to develop her trade with England and 
other countries by independent lines of 
transportation that would probably 
have never been started bad American 
ports and American railroads been 
open to ber. 


Arthur was the first president to 


urge the principle of reciprocity. In 
his message of 1J-84 he said: 


A series of reciprocal treaties with the 


countries of America which shall foster 
between vis and them an unhampered 
movement of trade. 
The conditions of 


these treaties should be the free admission 
of such merchandise as this country docs 
not produce In return for the admission 
free w undw a favored scheme of duties 
of our own products. » • • 


It is by no means desirable, however, 


(hat th« policy under discussion should be 
npplied to these countries alone. 
Tho 


healthful enlargement of" our trade with. 
Ktirope, Asia and Africa should bo sought 
by reducing tariff burdens on such q£ 
their w«rcs n« neither we nor the other 
American states nro fitted to produce, 
thus enabling ourselves to ohlain In re- 
turn a h*>ttf»,' market for our supplies of 
lood. of r,-iw material and of tho manu- 
f.icturcH in which we excel. 


Another very interesting point made 


by the pamphlet, is the fact that one of 
the pioneers of tlio reciprocity move- 
ment In tlic eighties was none other 
than Senator Aldrlch, who introduced 
In the senate in 1S8G tbe following 
resolution: 


That the prr-iijcnt fs iv'iuMif-d io enter 


upon neftoti.'illinN with the rroverpurKTiM 
of the several principal miffnr t>ro<lXctntr 
countrlc.- of the worl<J ^'Ith » vl«;w of *.e.- 
r-urlnif niuiii.il fiRrftfments by which the 
United Suites nhall agree to iidmlt :i( Its 
porls. free of duty, «ug,'ir and rnoliinxce, 
the produce of flticti countr«»nor ih.Mr 
rolonlcn when transported In vasold tin- 
n>r tho flft(fof elthT of th* rontr 
partU»'and upon v.'Iilch no export 


or other export charges shall have been 
levied, upon the condition that such KOV-. 
cmtnents shall Rffrce to admit Into their 
respective countries or their sugar pro- 
ducing, color'?;*, free ct' duties, the agri- 
cultural, mineral and manulacturcd prod- 
ucts of the United States. 


In concluding its historical summary 


the pamphlet says:, 


"In the preceding pages a consecu- 


tive hlstc-.-y has Leeu given of the 
principal t'vc:its connected with the de- 
ve!tipti!e>ut of reciprocity in our relu- 
IVVJis with foreign governments. 
The 


.Art it? worth";.- of special consideration 
that this policy has been broadening 
continually in the pr.st twenty years. 
During Pie-iJeVjnt Arthur's administra- 
tion .-ind tli',- ten years following our 
idea was to place on our free list or to 
aelmii :tt ieeiuwd rates of duty the sug- 
ar of the American countries south of 
us in return for concessions in their 
markets 0:1 our agricultural nnd other 
products, .ind the.- biisur eiuestion was 
also nitiele the basis of reciprocity 
treaties with (Jet-many aud Austria. 
But there has l>ecn a p-e'.it change in 
the p:s.n tor. years in the condition of 
American industries. 
The need for 


wider markets for our m:iiiitfacti:ivd 
protlue-ts bas become se> jrrcat that the 
uiulovele-j;ed e. unlri's of Central aud 
South At'ju-iea oiler us but little hope 
of relief even though they should ad- 
mit our p:relucts free of eluty.
